fuch an imputation, that Houfe thould improperly, 
prematurely, and without due proof confent to pre- 
fer articles of impeachment againft any man? 
Having put this very pointedly, Mr Grenville 
faid, he was forry to hear fuch a fpeech from 
his Honourable and learned Friend, as he had 
fpoke the preceding evening ; for if ever there was 
an occafion when candid and temperate confidera- 
tion was neceflary, it furely was the prefent. An 
appeal to the paflions of the Houfe, and fuch he 
conceived was by far the greateft part of his Ho- 
nourable and learned friend’s fpeech, was highly un- 
feafonable. He had, among other things, com- 
plained of a noble Lord's having affumed the juttice 
of the war and debated the policy. Surely the noble 
Lord had argued right, the juftice of the war muft be 
affumed, in order to debate the policy, or he knew 
not how it could be reafoned upon at all. Mr 
Grenville here drew the line of diftinétion between 
public and private morality, and pointed out the dif- 
ference between the two cafes. He alfo eondemn- 
ed the freedom with which the Hon. and learned 
Gentleman had alluded to Lord Clive, aman to 
whom, he faid, the Eaft India Company and. the 
public ftood very confiderably indebted, and whofe 
memory every friend to the interefts of either muft 
hold in the higheft degree of veneration and refpect. 
Having glanced at feveral parts of Mr Hardinge’s 
{peech, and oppofed arguments in refutation of them, 
Mr Grenville faid he had purpofely gone through 
thofe preliminaries, meaning to confine himfelf in 
the remainder of his fpeech to the queftion itfelf, 
which, he was of opinion, depended altogether on 
its being afcertained whether the war made upon the 
Rohillas by Sujah Dowlah was a juft war or not. 
And before he attempted to ftate his reafons for 
thinking that the war was both juft and neceffary, he 
faid, he muft beg leave to complain of the unfair man- 
ner in which the R. H. Gentleman, the mover’ of 
the charges, had opened the fubject of the charge 
then under confideration. Above two thirds of his 
{peech had been devored to aggravations of facts {ta- 
ted in the other charges, and which bore no rela- 
tionto the Rohilla war. This appeared to him to have 
been extremely unjultifiable, becaufe the obvious in- 
tention of the Right Hon. Gentleman had been to 
enflame the minds of the Houfe, and to prejudice 
them by general allufions to matters not properly be- 
fore them. He meant, therefore, as he had faid alrea- 
dy, to take no notice of any of thefe extraneous mat- 
ters, but to confine himfelf {tri€tly to the quettion ; 
and, in order to examine whether the Rohilla war 
was ju(t or not, it was neceflary to take a view of the 
fituation of the country pofleffed by the Rohillas, 
and of the circum{tances which took place previous 
to the commencement of the war. Mr Grenville 
here entered into a difcuffion of the difference be- 
tween private rights and wrongs, and the injuries 
done to public bodies, or fovereign ftates. The law, 
he faid, in this country, was defined and afcertain- 
ed. Whenina cafe of meum and tuum, an indi- 
vidual felt himfelf wronged, he had his remedy by 
an adlion at law, and the damages to be recovered 
were commenfurate to the fize of the injury. Not 
fo with fovereign ftates. With them the remedy 
depending altogether on the fuccefs of arms, the 
conqueror at the termination of the war, retained a- 
bundantly more in his hands than the mere balance 
of the wrong done him. This he illuftrated by an 
allufion to the peace of Paris. The war terminated 
by that peace commenced in confequence of an in- 
vafion and encroachment upon our back fettlements 
in America. The injury therefore was not exten- 
five, and yet when we concluded the war, we re- 
tained all the province of Canada, and other con- 
quefts far exceeding any pretenfions of the injury 
we had fufered, previous to our having taken up 
arms ; and this fort of right of victors holding more 
than what was commenfurate with the original wrong, 
the hiftory of the world, he faid, proved to have 
been tl.€ practice in innumerable inftances. Having 
laid this down very clearly, he proceeded to a mi- 
nute detail of the various facts that led to the Ro- 
hilla war. He ftated that we were the ally of Su- 
jah Dowlah, whofe intereft naturally involved the 
interefts of the Englifh. ‘That the Rohillas had fti- 

ulated by treaty to pay 400,000]. to Sujah Dow-

tas. ‘Thar their fituation was fuch as made it pecu- 
liarly defireable that they fhould eitber remain firm- 
ly attached to Sujah Dowlah, or be removed from 
the country they occupied, which lay between the 
territories of Sujah Dowlah, and the country pof- 
felled by the Mahrattas. ‘They confequently form- 
ed a part of the barrier of Sujah Dowlah, and while 
they remained inimical to the Vizier, were deferved- 
ly objects of great jealoufy and difcontent. In or- 
der to pg “ig the 400,000]. aad at the fame time 
to. er i i 

Soft Dowlahent ous and irkfome a neighbour, 
hhillas, and as Sir Robert Barker had figned the 
treaty, and had been the means of its being entered 
into, the Rohillag.and the Vizier having mutual dif- 
trufts of each other, we were called upon, being 
confidered in the light of a guarantee to the perfor- 
mance of the conditions ftipulated in the treaty. 
Whether we were to be deemed guarantees in the 
forinal fenfe of the word, Mr Grenville faid, ap- 
peared to him to be matter of little import. The 
treaty was certainly entered into by the Rohillas, in 
confequence of their confidence in the Englith. We 
were the allies of Sujah Dowlah, and if it was his 
intereft that the Rohillas fhould be removed, it was 
equally our intereft, as the ftrengthening of Sujah 
Dowlah’s barrier againft the Mahrattas was an ob- 
le&t of infinite importance to us. The policy of the 
war, therefore, was clear and undeniable, nor was 
the juftice of it more open to objection. The Ro- 
hillas had ftipulated to pay 400,0001, They eva- 


them ; but not as the Right Hon. Gentleman had 
ftated, without previous application for payment ;

he war therefore was both juft and neceflary. 
With regard to the conduct of the war, Mr Haftings 
was by no means accountable for it, nor indeed 
had any of the witnefes imputed the fmalleft hare 
of blame to him refpecting ito — Having thas | 
contended forthe jufticc ami the neceifity 
war, Mr Grenville entered into a long train of reaf- 
oning to prove that there was found policy in pre- 
vailing on the Rohilla army, who were unfriendly 
to Sujah Dowlah, and infidioufly bent towards the 
Mahrattas to remove from a country, their remain- 
ing in which was fo much an object of jealoufy and 
alarm. He confidered the bad confequences that 
might follow their continuing in Rohilcund, or their 
joining thr Mahrattas, and dwelt in terms of encomi- 
um on the fuccefsfal plan of prevailing on them by 
treaty to crofs the Ganges, obferving at the Tame 
time that their women and children had been pre- 
vioufly fent away by them, which proved how very 
Oppolite the removal of the Rohillas was to the ex- 
terminanation of a whole people, as the Right 
Hon. *Gentlemas, who drew the charge, had 
thought, proper to {tate the fact to have been. Mr 
Grenville argued very ably and with peculiar clofe- 
nefs through the whole of his fpeech, in which he 
tdok.a comprehenfive view of the fubjeét, and treat. ° 
ed it in a mafterly manner. i 

Mr Hardinge role to anfwer thofe parts of his 
fpeech to which Mr Grenville had alluded; and 
firft, he faid, he never had-talked of the Houfe’s 
attempting tu /kreen a public delinquent from juttice, 
in the way which his Right Hon. Friend had fta- 
ed. He had not argued as if Mr Haftings were in- 
difputably gailty of the charges alledged againft him, 
but had faid, that if the Houfe, with the probabl: 
criminality of Mr Hattings before them, did not 
fend him to the Hoafe of Lords, they would rifk 
the danger of incurring the imputation of being de- 
firous of fkreening a public delinquent from juttice. 
He explained the meaning of his having ufed the 
word probable, by faying, that, as that Houfe had, 
after'the nature of a grand jury, proceeded to exa- 
mine*evidence ex parte, they had nothing but the 
probable criminality of Mr Hattings to guide their 
judgments by. The evidence they had heard would 
not, he trulted, induce the Lords to convi&, or 
any man to pronounce Mr Hattings guilty. Had 


crime and mifdemeanor himfelf; but the evidence 
adduced was neverthelefs enough to warrant their 
proceeding farther. With regard to his having 
found fault with the Noble Lord’s [Lord Mulgrave ] 
declaration, that he would affume the juttice of the 
war, and debate the policy of it, he was of opinion, 
that the pofition ought to be inverted ; for if the ju- 
{tice of any war-could not be proved, he would not 
afk about its policy. That, he thought, was by far 
the moft manly way of arguing the queition, and fo 
he always fhould confider it. As to the mention 
he had made. of Lord Clive, he appealed to the 
Houle, whether he had not on both the occafions, 
when he took the liberty of adverting to that Noble 
Lord, fpoke of him as a great charaéter, and in 
terms of extreme veneration and profound refpeét ? 
To have done otherwife would have been a proof of 
illiberality and want of candour, which he hoped the 
Committee never would have ogcafion to impute to 
him. But at the fame time, it was to be recollet-

He alluded to the 
propofal for lending Sir J. Cumming’s detachment, 
to conquer the Seeks, and to the in{truction to Mr 
Briftow to aim at the acquifition of two confiderable 
diftrifs, in order that we might have the river Da- 
va for a boundary, both founded upon the fanie un- 
jut principles which direéted and carried on the 
Rohilla war. 

The Right Hon. Gentleman who fpoke laft had 
faid, that there was no tribunal to which contending 
nations could appeal. Tie fition was true, 
but the inference he (Mr Anttruther) drew from 
it, was, that it became rulers to be doubly cautious, 
to be anxioufly folicitous, that their conduct was go- * 
verned by principles of juftice. But here, as 14 
- propofition was, it did not in the prefent cafe apply, 
if the argument upon which the:war was defended 
was well founded. If there was a guarantee, the 
Englith were the tribunal to which the conrending 
parties were to appeal. It was their duty to en- 
quire which party had been wrong, and to fupport 
the nation which had been in the right. One of 
the charges againft Mr Haltings was, that, though 
he now defended himfelf under a fappofed gaaran- 
tee, he had objtinately refufed all enquity, and had 
taken arms againft the Rohillas, without even the 
pretence of calling upon them to perform their agree- 
ment, and without any inveftigation whether they 
had performed it or not. A Noble Lord (Lord 
Mulgrave) had found a fingular mode of defending 
this conduct ; on the one hand, he contended, ti at 
the Company were guarantees; on the other, he 
contended, that the orders from home prohibited the 
Council from being umpires; and he ju(tified Mr 
Hattings for beginning a war to the-atter extirpa- 
tion of a people, without the leaft enquiry into i:s 
jultice ; becaufe, if he had made any enquiry, he 
would have made himfelf an umpire, and thus di‘- 
charged the orders of his mafters. His definition, 
therefore, of a guarantee, was blindly to take a fide,

As to the fuppofed guarantee, no propofition 
could be fo clear as that it did nor exift. On the 
face of ‘the treaty, there was no appearance of it. 
The perfon who witnefled it (General Barker) had 
no power to enter into a guarantee. He pofitively 
denied he ever did enter into oge, or intend to do 
it. Mr Middleton, though in his evidence he fays, 
that attefting a treaty is a guarantee, yet, when wri- 
ting to Mr Hattin s, with relation to another treaty 
Champion, exactly in the fame 
form as the one in queltion, ridicules the idea of 
fappofing an atceftation to be a guarantee, and pofi- 
tively declares, (though in his evidence he.choofes 
to declire the reverfe), that, in India, a guarantee 
is never underftood, unlefs it appears in direct words 
on the face.of the treaty. But what is decifive of 
the queftion, Mr Haftings never acted on it as a 
guarantee, nor in India did he jaftify himfelf on it 


“as fach, . The Gentlenian who fpoke laft had faid 


the Rohillas were induced by atreaty ; the only in- 
ducement was violence and force ; and that treaty 
which how was made a defence, was in fact an ag- 
grayation of the crime. Colonel Champion writes 


«to Mr Haflings, that he had it in his ere to en« 


ter into a treaty with Fyzoola Cawn. . Mr Haltings 
replies, ‘* Make no treaty; the end will not be an- 
fwered by a treaty; the obje&t is, to exterminate 
the Rohillas, and to give their country to the Vi- 
ziet.”” Had there beenthe lealt idea of a guaran- 
tee,” had the recovery of forty lacks been the object, 
it was Mr Hattings’s duty to enter into accommo- 
dation to accept a treaty. . He had it in his power 
before Colonel Champion entered the country, and 


> Jurfng every moment of his continuance ; but exur- 


pation, and’ not treaty, was.the object. ‘There was” 
one-fa& which, while it difgracedthe Englifh name, 
proved to demonftration, that no idea of a guarantee 
ever exifted. «© 
‘While Colonel Champion was purfuing his con- 
uefts, he came to a people who had fuccefsfully re- 
ifted the arms of the Rohillas, and who lived inde- 
pendent within the diftri& marked out for conquett 
under their own chiefs. The humanity of the Bri- 
tith commander topped the army till he got orders 
frora Calcutta. Mr. Haftings returned for anfwer, 
s< Till we received your letter we were ignorant that 
fach people exifted, we imagined the whole country 


- to be in the power of the Rohillas; but as the fhort- 


eft expedient, we dire&t you to conquer them too.” 
‘Where was the idea of guarantee when principles fo 
deftractive -of juftice, and difgtaceful to humanity, 
guided our arms? 

Mr Hattings’s own conduct at the time of the 
tranfaction proved his fenfe of it. It was conceal- 


. ved. He indeed fays he wrote to the Direétors as 


mucli as was effential for them to know. Was it 
not effential for them to know, that a treaty had 
been entéred into, to exterminate a people by their 
arms ? He then fays the tranfaction was dropped, it 
was to depend on future occurrences, many delicate 


‘points were to be fettled before it took place. Nei- 


ther of thefe affertions were agreeable to the fact; 
the treaty was complete, definite and final. It was 
indeed to have a future operation, but it was not to 
depend on future occurrences, nor were there any 
points of any fort to be fettled. The fole and only 
reafon given by the Council for adopting it was, that 
it was final and conclufive. Yet Mr Haftings never. 
to-his mafters hints at it, but on the terms above 
mentioned,. , : = us 

‘Nor was this all, when this fecret verbal treaty 
came to be revealed to the Select Committee at Cal- 
cutta, by the requifition of the Vizierfor the troops ; 
the bargain is i saragacs as advantageous, and is 
adopted for the fingle reafon of what had paffed at 
Benares': but when it is laid before the Council at 
Jarge, it afflumed a fhape which was plainly calcula- 
ted to deceive, and, which in effeét, did deceive 
them completely. .That which had to the Sele 
Committee been yeprefented as advantageous, was 
now.alledged to be embarrafling. It was impolitic 
to enter.into the war on the one hand; it was, on 


- the other, impoffible to avoid it without the appear- 


ance of artifice to the Vizier. . 
the dilemma was the then apparent object of Mr. 


. , Haftings ; how to avoid the war was the object of 


the confultation of the Board. “All agree that it is 


co be avoided ; none can devife the expedient, till-it. 


is hit off by Mr Haftings ; he propofes to add con- 
ditions to the bargain which the Vizier, as he fays,

idea, the terms afé propofed ; and what mutt be é- 
very man’s a(tonifhment, when he hears that thofe | 
hard terms, which were inftantly to be. rejected, 
were the very terms whigh had been privately agreed 
between Mr Haftings and the Vizier, to be the on- 
ly terms on which the aid thould be granted by the 
one, and acceptéd by the other? After fuch a gon- 
du& of concealment and deceit, could any mao 
doubt what were Mr Hattings’s ideas of his own 
tranfactions ? His conduct was'that-of a man, ¢on-.. 
{cious that his a&s would not bear the light, and 
convinced of the impropriety and injuftice of his 
own proceedings. 4 “4 
Much had Been faid of the cruelty with which the , 
war had been’ catricd on. If the war ‘was ufju 
and unprincipled, it was a poor’ defence. that it had 
been conducted only with the’ ufual horrors of Indi- 
an war. It was matter of aggravation if it was 
cruelly conducted, and matter of mitigation if o- 
therwife; he fhould therefore leave that topic to 
that place, where it could be properly urged, he 
meant to that tribunal which was to infli& the pu- 
nifhment. He -would only obferve, that Colonel 
Champion had pofitively afferted he could have pre- 
vented all the cruelty complained of, had Mr Haftings 
given him the authority which he obftinately denied

had always declared his hoftile intentions towards 
them, and had faid to Sir Robett Barker, at the 
very. time he was making the treaty with them, that 
he knew his feelings ,with refpeé to them, and de- 
clared he meant to fubdue them at fome time or o- | 


ther. —— What' then had: been our-conduct ?-know- | 


ing the fentiments of this man, sve bad united with 
him and had afterwards aflifted him to bling the Ro- 
hillas into fubjection. ‘ag one 

It had been faid, that we hid Been merciful to 


. them, in faving them fromthe Mabrattag. - But how. 


did this argument hang togetherj)when in the fame 
breath we were told, ‘that they were on-terms fo 
friendly with the Mahrattas,“dad {6 likely.t0: unite 
_with them, that the probability. of this event was 


ofe of the principal reafons for tfieir expulfion ? 
The fa& was, Mr Wilberforce declared, that there 
was all along, from the very firft, a defign to exter- 
minate this people, which appeared moft abundantly 
in all the papers of that period, which he:had exa- 
mined with gieat care and pains ; and forry he was 
to fay, that on the ground on which he condemned 
the meafure, the whole Council feemed to have been 
guilty alike, no one having argued the queftion on 
the footing of its injuftice, but only on principles 
of policy, by which he thought it was to be defend- 
ed completely ; but furely no_political expediency, 
however it was made too often the rule, of conduct 
jamongtt ‘civilized nations, could acquit us of that 
\great obligation of morality, fo do to others as we 
‘would they fhould doto us, or juftify an act fo-mark- 
ed as the prefent with violence and Oppofition. It 
‘had been alledged, that thefe Rohillas were not the 
original inhabitants of the country ; to which it had 
been well replied, Neither were the Englifh. What 
were they but the Rohillas of Bengal? In fact, 
would not the admiflion of this principle juftify our 
driving out every governing power in India? for the 
Govemment was no where in the hands of the Hin- 
doos, the old poffeffors of the foil. Mr Wilber- 
force was of opinion, that Mr Hattings’s difcretion 
was not meant to be wholly taken away by the Com- 
pany’s orders, yet this action being fo oppofite to the 
general fpirit of them, was certainly an aggravation 
"of its guilt ; but what he thought a much greater 
was, the character’of the man into whofe hands we 
had configned the Rohillas. The charge of cruelty, 
as it had been urged againit Mr Hatftings, had never 
been in any degree brought home to him. It had 
been moftingenaoufly reprefented, as if with a nod 
he could have put aftop to thefe barbaritiesy fuppo- 
| fing that they exifted, and did not ; but though this 
was fo, yet Mr Haftings mutt certainly be confider- 
| ed as being in’ fome meafure anfwerable for them, 
| becaufe he ought to have reflected beforehand, what 
it was to put the fword into the hands of a : violent 
and vindictive tyrant, and to have forefeen the con- 
fequences which might be expected to follow. Af- 
ter all that he had faid, however, Mr Wilberforce 
declared that he felt the utmoft difficalty in coming 
to.the determination of the que(tion, and this was on 
a ground which had been given up by all fides ; he 
meant the length of time which had elapfed, and the 
circumftance which had intervened fince this tranf- 
action had paffed. No one had more forcibly pro- 
tefted againit any thing like what had been termed a 
Jet -off, than a learned friend of; his near him ; but, 
“if his learhed friend would reconfider his argument, 
F he was fure he would fee its fallacy.’ If his learned 
friend and he were abftraétedly examining into ‘the 
good and bad of any hiltorical character, he might 
be inclined to admit the doétrine ; but it was not in 
this balance that the demerits of Mr Hattings were 
now to be weighed ; againft an aétion acknowledged 
to be bad were to be fet years of painful fervice— 
What was’it but to fay to Mr Haftings, ** You have 
committed an action extremely criminal, and defer- 
ving of punifhment ; but we will not punifh you at 
prefent; you are ufeful to us in your prefent fitua- 
tion, and we will therefore again and again re-appoint 
you to it; but when, for a period of thirteen years, 
you fhall have {trained your faculties, you fhall have 
--Faeked your abilities, you thall have impaired your 
conttitution, you fliall have hazarded your life in our 
fervice, engaged in‘tranfactions of the moft difficult 
and critical nature, which malt fupply matter for the 
mifreprefentations of your enemies, and enable . them 
to obtain that fentence againft you by prejudice 
which they would in vain attempt by argument ; af- 
ter all this, when you fhall chufe yourfelf to return 
to a life of quiet in your native country, then we will 
criminate you for your firft offence ; for then we 
fhall not be fufferers from your punithment.” ‘This 
was like the treatment we gave to fome of the brute 
creatures, whofe faithful lereices we at length re- 
* warded by the knife of the butcher. No man, Mr 
Wilberforce faid, felt all this more ftrongly than he 
. did 5. but’ yet when an action like the prefent was 
‘brought before him, he could not but condemn it. 
He fincerely Jamented the neceflity, but there was 
no alternative, and he fhould certainly, therefore, 
give his vote for the motion’ of the Right Honoura- 
ble Gentleman.

He ftated feveral 
abfurdities in it, particularly the exa¢tion of an oath, 
which mutt of courfe deprive that defeription of men 
called Quakers cf following the occupation of a wine 
merchant, a hardfhip which the Houte would imme- 
diately feel, and therefore he fhould make no com. 
ment on it. He hoped at leaft if the bill was to be 
paffed in its prefent form, that a claufe would be ins 
troduced empowering the Attorney-General and the 
Commiflioners of the Excife to iffug a nali profegut 
on cafes of feizures in which there might appear w 
be any hardfhip. 

Sir William Qunninghame faid, he thould like 
wife fupport the motion for a recommitment of thé 
bill.. Sir William faid, he held in his hand a paper 
containing objections to the bill, and ‘reafons for 
deeming it, as it ftood, inadequate to the purpole 
of preventing fmuggling, and abufe of the revenue 
in various ways. ‘Thefe objections and reafons came 
from a very refpectable defcription of men, though } 
their mames and characters were not genetally known 
in that Houfe. Thefe were the Wise Merchants 
of Edinburgh, colleted in a meeting ‘convene! at 
Leith, for the purpofe of difcuffing the . bill and its 
contents. Sir William read the paper to the Houfe, 
the purport of which was an approbation’ of the billy 
accompanied with expreflions of alarm, left it might 
be productive of fome rigours beyond the \intention 
of the legiflature, and feveral {tatements of particalary 
that required alteration, moft of which, Sir William 
faid, he was happy to know met with the approba- 
tion of the Right Hon. Gentleman oppofise to him, 
and were intended to be altered.

He therefore 
defired to know where they were to ftop, or by what 
principle draw the line. 

Mr Fox warmly efpoufed the claufe. It made, } 
in his opinion, a judicious ftand, or would be found 
a proper barrier againft all the exceffes in that ol 
ous fyitem, which menaced the liberties of a fe?

ever be confidered as one of the firft characters of 
the age, of which he conftituted fo diftinguifhed an 
orament. His Grace’s extenfive charities to the 
poor, his conftant encouragement of literature and 
the polite arts, and his generous patronage of every 
kind of merit, make his death truly a public lofs, 
and will caufe it to be long and fincerely lamented. 

The Jate Duke of Northumberland was the fon of 
Langdale Smithfon, Efq; and Philadelphia, daugh- 
ter of W. Reveley, of Newby, in Yorkthire, Efq. 





‘Upon the death of his grandfather (Sir Hugh Smith- 


fon, of Stanwick, Bart.) which happened in the 
year 1729, he fucceeded to the title of Baronet, 
and to his grandfather’s eftate ; and upon the death 
of his relation, Hugh Smithfon, of Tottenham, 
Efq; he came into the poffeflion of other eftates, in 
Yorkthire and Middlefex; and alfo fucceeded his 
relation as Knight of the fhire, for the county of 
Middlefex, which he reprefented in three Parlia- 
ments. Upon the death of his father-in-law, Al- 
gernoon Duke of Somerfet, in 1750, whofe daagh- 
ter he had married ,jhe fucceeded to the title of Earl 
of Northumberland, and took his feat in the Houfe 
of Lords. In 1752 he was inftalled a Knight of 
the Garter, at Windfor ; in 1762, he was appoint- 
ed Lord Chamberlain to the 
Connfellor ; alfo Lord Lieutenant of the counties 
of Middlefex and Northumberland. In 1763, he 
was appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. In 
4766, he was created Duke of Northumberland. 


~1In 1777, his Grace was appointed Matter of the 


Horfe, which he refigned in 1781. 

Some people think that Lord Salifbury will fuc- 
teed to the Blue Ribbon vacant by the death of the 
Dike of Northumberland, while others fuppofe that 
his Grace the Duke of Dorfet will be honoured 
with it. :

and folicitude. His Lordthip addreffed them with

of thus publicly taking leave of you all before I fer 
out.” 


The Lord Chancellor has had a relapfe, and lies 
dangeroully ill at his houfe at Knight’s-Hill near 
Dulwich. 

Prince William Henry, now Captain in the navy, 
is to be made a Peer of the realm foon after he 
comes of age ; and all the King’s fons are to be dig- 
nified in the fame manner, and at the fame period ; 
but whether in old titles, revived, or new ones, is 
not yet mentioned. 

In confequence of his Majefty’s commands; a 
new uniform has been made for the general officers 
inthe army.

Sunday laft; at Iflington, at half paft ten in the 
evening, a globe of fire, apparently of the diameter 
of fix inches, appeared in the northern hemifphere ;

The Emperor, it is thought, will alfo be a party in 
this’ war, for which he is to have an extent of terri- 
tory; his prefent poffeflions, extenfive as they are, 
not being fufficient to fatisfy his capacious mind.
